SALVAGE WORK BY 
RECORDS OFFICE.

Interesting light is thrown on the irreparable 
loss of State documents sustained ‘by the 
destruction of the Four Courts in June, 1922, 
by the publication of the fifty-fifth report of 
the. Deputy Keeper of the Public: Records 
and Keeper of the State Papers in Ireland. 


report states, irregular military took posses- 
sion of the Public Records Office, as well as 
ot other offices, in the Four Courts, After 
that interruption accommodation was found, 
and the work of the Record Office was carried 
vn in the Record Tower, Dublin Castle, As 
it was anticipated that the occupation of the 
Four Courts would be but temporary, the 
numerous applications for searches amongst 
the Census Returns and other records were 
registered, and all preparations made to carry 
out the searches. However, on the 30th June, 
1922, the Four. Courte were destroyed. by 
explosion and fire. 

SALVAGE OPERATIONS. 
To, a great extent the loss is irreparable; 
but in certain. respects. much may be done 
to mitigate it. As soon as it was possible to 
investigate the conditions of affairs in the 
Four Courts, salvage operations were com- 
menced, and in Séptember, 1922, a consider- 
able quantity of ‘records, calendars and 
indexes were removed to the Record Tower. 
The Record office business was carried on in 
the Record Tower until the beginning of 
1924. Inu the meantime available rooms in 
the Record Office were used for sorting out 
the salvage found in the ruins. For some 
time the work of salvage proceeded slowly 
on account of danger of explosives being still 
on the premises. 
“By the force of the explosion on. the 
<Oth June,” says the report, ‘‘ many docu- 
ments of the various offices in the Four 
Courts were driven up into the air and 
came down in various “parts in the city, 
some being picked up on fhe Hill of Howth.” 
An appeal was made to people who were in 
possession of such documents to restore them 
to official custody, but the result was 
disappointing. When it “became _ ap- 
parent that the office in “the - Four 
Courts could not be reoccupied for a con- 
siderable time, many of the staff were loaned 
to other departments. 
The report sets out the receipt of records 
from District Probate Registries, private in- 
dividuals and records or documents purchased 
at sales. 

PREVIOUS LOSSES BY FIRE. 
Printed in. the appendix are particulars of 
the many fires in which from time to time 
so many of the important of the Public 
Records have been destroyed. The most 
notable were the fire in 1304 in St. Marys 
Abbey, Dublin, when a great number of the 
Chancery -Rolls and other documents 
perished, and that of 1711, so destructive to 
the records of the Council Office and those 
of the Surveyor-General’s office. Water took 
its toll of destruction: the Record Commis- 
sioners’ reports give instances of losses suf- 
fered by inundationus of the Liffey, the Lee, 
and the Barrow. z 
The Paper Office was established owing to 
the practice of the high officers of the Govern- 
ment carrying away their original documents 
on giving up office. On the death or removal 
of these officials the documents they had in 
charge were in numerous cases not handed ovey 
to their successors. Others were sold as 
waste paper, as those of the Liberty of 
St. Thomas Court and Donore, ‘sold to 
veighbouring huxters avd grocers,”’ 

LOST CENSUS RETURNS. 

“The losses suffered in the past through 
fire, etc., cannct in any way compare with 
those suffered in June, 1922, whether we con- 
sider the volume, the diversity of nature, or 
the importance to the public and private 
persons of the documents destroved by the 
calamitous fire in the Four Courts.’’ 5 
The greatest loss sustained by the con- 
fiagration was that of the Census Returns 


of 1815, 1821, 1831-4, 1841 and 1851. 


MESOPOTAMIA SUPPLY 
PROBLEMS.

WAR EXPERIENCE RELATED 
TO FREE STATE OFFICERS. 
‘Supply in Mesopotamia in 1916-1917 ”’ 
was the subject of an instructive lecture given 
to the officers of the Irish Free State Army 
at the Curragh Camp Jast evening by Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel FE. G. Hart, Lecturer in 
Arabie, Hindustani and Persian in Trinity 
College, Dublin. 
In opening his address, Colonel Hart said 
that the Mesopotamian operations had pre- 
sented one of the most difficult lines-of-com- 
muniction problems that have ever been en- 
countered. Following on the fall of Kut and the 
Mesopotamia Commission Report, the general 
position there in August, 1916, was one of 
deep depression. This was enhanced by the 
change over from Indian to War Office con- 
trol. A study of the campaign was most 
valuable, however, because it showed how 
many great difficulties might lie concealed 
beneath apparently easy exteriors. Iraq as a 
country was flat, well-watered, fertile—the 
original Garden of Eden; while Basra ap- 
peared to be a splendid port as compared 
with African ports in general. But there was 
no wood, stone or labour. Creeks cut up 
the country and the mud was appalling. In 
addition, there was a bar at the river mouth, 
there was a lack of rivercraft of a suitable 
kind and of wharves and jetties.

There was a tine when physics was re- 
garded as the study of reversible pheno- 
mena—a legacy from Newton—and it is 
quite true that nearly all the laws of 
classical physics were reversible. The 
laws governing the motion of a train are 
the same whether it is going “ back- 
ward” or “forward.” If we see a train 
going “ backward,’’ we may conclude that 
either the train is really going ‘* back- 
ward ” or that it is going ‘‘ forward,’’ and 
that time is going ‘‘backward.’’ Not one 
of the Jaws of Newtonian physics will 
decide which of these conclusions is 
correct. If we depend on laws of this type 
to interpret the world we shall never know 
in what direction time is going—unless we 
appeal to our consciousness, which is not 
allowed to enter the domain of physical 
science. However, if we conceive a random 
element being introduced into the world, 
it can increase in amount only as time 
goes on, and so we must provide for laws 
of nature relating to random elements. 
THe Arrow or TIMe. 
Amongst these the second law of ther- 
modynamics stands supreme. It provides 
a way in which we may find out the 
amounts of random element present in a 
system, and hence the direction of time. 
A man with no consciousness—as a man 
of science often is supposed to be—in 


& 


which the various events occurred, and 
then a thermometer placed in a hot body 
which is allowed to cool, to tell him which 
events happened first and which last. As 
time goes on the random element in the 
universe increases, and, as the number of 
elements of which the universe is com- 
posed is limited, we will reach eventually 
a stuge when the randoin element will have 


will have run down. This gives rise to some 
speculation about the winding up of the 
universe on which science and theology 
cannot agree. 

One of the features of ‘‘ classical’ 
physics wus the deterministic outlook 
which it imposed on its followers, Jeading 
to further disagreements between science 
and theology. According to classical laws, 
if we are given the position and velocity 
of a particle at any instant we can say 
that it will follow a certain path, and 
that it will be in a definite calculable 
position at a definite later instant. The 
path the particle follows is determined 
for it by the initial conditions. When we 
come to apply these Jaws to an electron 
moving within an atom, we find that 
theory and experiment do not agree—the 
electron does not necessarily appear where 
we expect to find it. In the Bohr theory, 
an electron in an atom can only move in 
certain orbits and it jumps from one to 
another. Suppose there are four orbits 
for the electron, and that it is in the 
outer one; if it jumps it can only jump 
to one of the three inner ones. According 
to classical Jaws, we should be able, given 
the initial conditions of the electron, to 
calculate to which orbit it will jump: 
Actually this is found to be impossible— 
all that we can do is calculate the chance 
of its junmiping into each of the three and 
finding which is the most probable orbit. 
In the case of a very large number of 
electrons under similar conditions we shall 
find that the greatest number jump into 
the orbit with the shortest odds, and we 
can make a prediction about what a large 
number will do; but the future history 
of an individual electron cannot be 
calculated. 


THe Nature or ÉLFCTRONS, 

We may presume that there are some 
physical conditions present which influence 
the electron’s choice of orbit, but they are 
unknown to us. All the electrons con- 
sidered are, so far as we can find out, 
under exactly similar conditions, so our 
individual predictions cannot be made so 
long as these unknown elements are 
present. However, in 1925 the Bohr theory 
of the atom broke down and was replaced 
by the Wave Mechanics of Schrédinger, 
in which particles of inatter are replaced 
by waves in the same way as waves of 
light superseded rays of light. Professor 
Eddington explains the nature of this 
very abstruse, but very useful, theory— 
indeed, without mathematics he has made 
it extremely clear. One of the conse- 
quences of this theory is the principle of 
Indeterminacy—‘‘a particle may have 
position or it may have velocity, but it 
cannot in any exact sense have both.” 
When this is taken into consideration 
along with the classica] Jaws it is obvious 
that some of the initial conditions are 
bound to be vague—if, indeed, they exist 
at all—and hence it is impossible to rely 
on the predictions made. 

If it seems that this is just a specula 
tion which may be swept away in the 
future. one practical example will dis 
pose of this view. If you wish to find the 
exact position of an electron in an atom, 
vou must illuminate it; but. when you do, 


the electron changes its position in conse. 
quence—in fact, it jumps out of the atom 
altogether. This principle, then, is ne 
passing whim of science. and we must be 
prepared to admit that the world contains 
a mixture of the knowable and the

A BALLINDERRY NIGHT. 


— 
(By D. M. LARGE.) 


A FEW days ago the members of a 


theatrical company, touring the Irish 
provinces, “found themselves im grave 
tinancial difficulties, and they have since 
borne testimony to the kindliness of the 
people with whom they came in contact 
during that time of stxess. 

Almost twenty years ago, on a wet and 
windy Sunday in February, when the low- 
lying fields near the Ballinderry river were 
covered with a sheet of grey ruffled water, 
four members of a certain small opera 
company tramped the ten weary Irish 
miles from Dreenagh to Ballinderry, 
carrying their meagre luggage, and then 
the three miles further to the house of a 
man they felt to be a friend, although he 
was only known to them by sight. The 
company was a very popular one in the 
little midJand towns, where so often it had 
played its repertoire to crowded houses. 
‘The Lily of Killarney,” “The Bohemian 
Girl,” “ Maritana’’—all these were tried 
favourites. The voices of the singers, if 
somewhat strained and overworked, were 
still tuneful, and the years had quenched 
nothing of their dramatic fire. 

One of their most appreciative hearers 
in Ballinderry was the man to whose house 
they now went; and when they had been 
warmed and fed, the whole sorry tale was 
told. At Dreenagh, ten miles away, they 
had been abandoned by the rest of the 
company, including the pianist and the 
manager, most of the performers and all 
the ‘‘takings,’’ and had found themselves 
sang scenery, sans money, sans everything 
but a good deal of grit, a couple of 
musical scores, and a few theatrical 
costumes. ‘There in the firelit room ‘they 
told it all to the man who had attended so 
many of their performances in the past, 
and the cold rain beat against the stream- 
ing window panes as though robbed of its 
rightful prey—the four drenched, jaded 
figures that had found shelter and en- 
couragement. 


SEEKING AN ACCOMPANIST. 


A good deal of blue smoke had gone up 
from the bowl of their host’s pipe before 
he decided what was hest to be done, and 
tired eyes brightened when at last his 
plans were made. 

He would pay their expenses in a tiny 
hotel in the town for two days, he told 
them, and would pay for the use of ,the 
Town Hall for one night if they would 
rise to the occasion, and produce an opera 
with four players. Of course, they would; 
and the two women began to rummage 
among the tossed and tawdry costumes in 
the sodden bag, until an awful thought 
made them pause—there was no accom- 
panist, and an opera without some sort 
‘of musical accompaniment was un- 
thinkable. 

Their friend in need Jeft them to settle 
the question in the lodgings for which he 
paid, and next morning the two men went 
up and down the small town seeking for 
someone who would tackle the pianoforte 
score of “ Maritana’’ in the same spirit 
that would enable each of them to play 
three or four different parts, with 
lightning changes of costume, and much 
subsequent exhaustion. When they had 
begun to despair an accompanist was 
found, whose knowledge of the opera, in 
question was confined tu two tunes played 
an a lugubrious cornet opposite Phelan’s 
door, on the wettest day of the year, but 
who possessed some experience of sight- 
reading, and a great admiration for people 
whose heads were so bloody, yet so 
unbowed. 

There followed a hectic afternoon for the 
performers, and a somewhat harassed 
afternoon for the townsfolk, at whose 
doors the local bell man rang and shouted 
alternately, and equally unintelligibly, 
his whole-hearted advertisement of the 
forthcoming entertainment. In the dingy. 
Town Hall the depleted company rehearsed 
from the tops of ladders and from the 
moth-eaten folds of the curtains that 
graced every concert platform, while the 
foolhardy accompanist wrestled with 
overtures, and choruses and solos, sighing 
with relief when she. found four or five 
pages pinned together here and there. 
Long before the end was reached, the re- 
hearsal was abandoned owing to Jack ol 
time, and, an hour or so later. the Town 
Hall was packed with friendly people who 
had rallied to the aid of those who had 
entertained them so well in happier days. 


A COMPLETE TRIUMPH. 

The performance that followed will be 
remembered in Ballinderry for many years 
to come; for it was a complete triumph 


of mind over matter. The pianist | 


struggled through the overture, with a 
desperate determination to keep going at 
all costs, and her performance was greeted 
with deafening encouragements by people 
who had missed none oi her mistakes. 
Several times during the evening warning 
whistles from the performers were required 
to check her mad career; for she re- 
peatedly overlooked the printed matter 
they must declaim, and hastened on to the 
next chorus, until brought to her senses 
by a whistle or by the sight of a clenched 
fist behind the scenes. 

The singers themselves rose to wn- 
dreamed of heights, and one of them. 
whose name had figured once among other 
well-known names in a famous company, 
sang as one inspired, and carried his de- 
lighted hearers with him to realms of 
romance where absconding managers can 
never dwell. The unique performance 
ended with speechmaking and mutual con- 
gratulations, and when the “takings ”’ 
were counted they amounted to a nice 
little sum with which to go in search of 
another job--and it was money well and 
fairly earned, not cold charity. 

The old man plays the cornet no more 
outside Phelan’s, but now and then some- 
ene whistles an air from “ Maritana,’’ and 
it lingers for a moment in the quiet street,

The machine which serves packets of 
cigarettes and ‘chocolates, not to mention 
chewing-gum, is familiar enough in Ire- 
land, and more recently the & auto” 
photographer has made its appearance in 
some of the shops. But, evidently, these 
are but the advance guard of what 
threatens to be a very serious invasion of 
the shop-keeping business. 

In America all kinds of machines do all 
kinds of things on the simple insertion of 
the correct coin, They wili provide and 
light a cigarette, dress the hair, or rouge 
the lips; but these machines have not 
yet crossed the Atlantic. However, there 
are now marked indications in England 
that machine shop-keeping is about to 
advance very considerably, due, perhaps, 
to the restrictions imposed upon the sale 
of goods in the evening in English towns. 

The most ambitious of these machines 
which is now on the market is little else 
than a fully-supplied shop. It is said to 
be capable of stocking no fewer than 
thirty-four different articles. and to 
supply any required article upon the in- 
sertion of a coin in the correct slot.

CONVERTS TO COPERNICUS, 


, Jupiter’s system is a miniature of the 
Solar System, with the added advantage 
that we can obtzin a bird's-eye view of 
it as a whole. This we cannot do with 
the Solar System. because we are within 


forth the theory that the planets revolved 
about the Sun, and not about the Earth: 
but his reasons were not such as to appeal 
to very many, being highly technical. 
Moreover, he failed to account for quite a 
number of peculiarities in the motions of 
the planets, and calculations based on hi 
system did not work out correctly with 
the observed positions of the heavenlv 
bodies. When Galileo actually discovered 
a small Copernican system all complete. 


Copernicus seriously. Kepler’s discovery 
that the eclipse, and not the circle, was 
the form of planetary orbits, removed the 
most serious mathematical objection to the 
Copernican system.

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FEBRUARY STARS. 


(From Our ASTRONOMICAL CORRESPONDENT.) 


Mercury, visible to the naked eye during 
the last days of January, is still an even- 
ing star till the 7th, when he comes to 
Inferior Conjunction with the Sun, after 
which he is a morning star for the rest of 
the month. He was well seen from 
Armagh on the clear moonlit evening of 
January 24th, when a company of Boy 
Scouts, visiting the. Observatory, had the 
vood fortune to see four out of the five 
conspicuous planets, all displayed on a 
brilliant sky—Mercury, Venus, Jupiter, 
and Mars. Mercury will not again be as 


Venus is the most brilliant object in 
the evening sky till the new Moon appears 
about the 11th. She is still increasing in 
brightness as she draws nearer the Earth. 
According to the Nautical Almanac her 
phase does not reach the half-moon till 
the llth. There is, however, in the cases 
of both Venus and Mercury, often a dis- 
crepancy between the observed and calcu- 
lated phases. On the evening of the 25th 
of January Venus was a beautiful object 
in the telescope, and she was then 
obviously well past the half-moon phase 
and beginning to enter the crescent, the 
line joining the cusps—or the “‘ termi- 
nator,’’ as the technical phrase is—being 
unmistakably concave. The planet’s phase 
was thus 14 days in advance of her 
position in her orbit. She does not come 
to her greatest elongation till the 7th, 
when geometrically she should show the 
half-moon phase. For the next two 
months she will be a brilliant and 
fascinating object in the telescope, and 
Finding her at such times is an exercise 
in ingenuity and good eyesght.

A CENTRE OF RESEARCH. 


That Ireland and all matters relating to 


her historv, literature, and arts have become 
a subiect of research for other countries— 
notably Germany and America—in recent 
vears, is becoming increasingly «apparent, 
The National Library, in: Kildare street, 


Dublin, has proof of this in the number of 
visits it receives from foreigners, university 


professors, students, and ordinary travellers 


from other lands. 
These visitors and our own people will find 


their research work considerably simplified of 
late by the re-arrangements of books and 
papers which took place in the library during 


the last time it was closed. Members of 


the general public who frequent the library 
probably regard the season during which they 
are debarred from access to it as a great 


nuisance. but unavoidable, since the staff 


must have holidays. But the time when the 


library is closed is anything but a holiday 
for the staff. Last summer this period was 


employed to bring about a re-arrangement 
of the books. which has resulted in the 


bringing together, all on one floor, of every 
single book dealing with Ireland. Walking 


along by the shelves one can, as it were, 
pass through the centuries step by step, from 
the earliest records extant down to the last 
book received on our history—‘‘ Ireland, the 
Catspaw,”’ by Elizabeth Lazenby. Among 
these hooks are to be seen several thousand 
volumes, the generous gift of Mr. E. i 


MeClintock Dix, who from time to. time 
brings in other additions to it. His con- 


tribution contains specimens of printing from 
every town in Ireland where printing has 
heen carried on. 


A volume of tragic interest in this Irish 


section is the log book of the Leinster, with 
the final entry, bearing the name in bold, 
upright characters. ‘‘ Wm. Birch,” signed for 
the last time on October 9th, 1918, the day 
the vessel was torpedoed. 


PROVINCIAL PAPERS. 
On another floor are files of newspapers, 


Irish and English. Among them are large 
collections of old provincial papers that are 
-of considerable value, since they contain the 
history of their localities in some detail from 
week to week. 


In Dr. Best’s room are many rare books 


about Ireland, and a number of Irish-printed 
hroadsheets, and those ancient pamphlets 
which were the forerunners of the newspapers 
of more recent years. These pamphlets are 
thin volumes, of only a few pages in some 
cases; but they cost large sums. £75 was 
the price of one entitled “The Quer-throw 
of an Irish Rebell in a late bataille. or the 
death of Sir Carey Adoughertie, who 
murdered Sir George Paulet in Iveland.”’ 
This cheerful document is further enlivened 
by an illustration on the cover of the late 
“rebells” head hanging over Newgate. 
Another document of this order bears the 
date 1602, and tells of the yielding up of 
Kinsale and other places held by Spaniards, 


A recent addition to this section is a 


Council Book containing a complete record of 
the proceedings. of the Corporation of 


Limerick, dated 1679. 1680. 


Any such books or relics which come into 


the market now are generally sold at prices 
which place them beyond the veach of the 
National] Library, the demand for them 
having considerably inereased of late years.

Ulster was importing far too many 
articles which were manufactured in the 
six Counties, declared Viscount Craigavon 
at a luncheon in Londonderry yesterday 
in connection with the annual meeting of 
the Associated Chambers of Commerce of 
Northern Ireland. 

The Northern Prime Minister urged the 
people of Ulster to make “a big push - 
in support of articles manufactured in the 
six Counties. While assuring them that 
the Government would do more to help 
them than they had already done, he 
deprecated the tendency to depend upon 
(jovernments, especially since the war. 

He urged more extensive advertising of 
I Jster products, and said that the Govern- 
ment would help to obtain better publicity 
for the linen industry, which was picking 
up again. 

The Premier said that the de-rating 
scheme, which would come into operation 
in October next, was infinitely preferable 
to a reduction of income tax. There was 
not a word of truth in the statement that 
the British Treasury was Ulster’s ' milch 
cow, 

He would like to see greater elasticity in 
the matter of safeguarding, which should 
be given a trial for a few years at any 
pate. In conclusion he predicted greater 
prosperity for Ulster in the next five 
years than they could realise to-day.

PREMIER'S ADVICE ON HOME 
TRADE DEVELOPMENT.

LONDONDERRY, Thursday, 
Viscount Craigavon, Prime Minister of 


Northern Iveland, was to-day the principal 
guest at a luncheon given by the Council of 
the Londonderry Chamber of Commerce to 
members of the Associated Chambers of Com- 
merce of Northern Ireland, who held their 
first meeting in Londonderry to-day. Other 
Northern Cabinet Ministers present were 
Viscount Charlemont, Minister of Education, 
Mr. J. Milne Barbour, Minister of 
Lommerce. 

Mr. W. M. Irons, President of the London. 
derry Chamber of Commerce and President 
of the Northern Ireland Associated Chambers 
of Commerce, presided, and proposed the 
toast of ' The Prime Minister.” 

Viscount Craigavon, in reply, congratulated 
Londonderry on electing a Mayor unani- 
mously and on electing Councillor M‘Corkell 
to the office. Proceeding, he said that the 
decision that the Government should defray 
the cost of the new Londonderry bridge was 
a Cabinet one. It would not be a London- 
derry bridge, but a national bridge. '' Inside 
Lister we are all involved in one business," 
he added, “and that is the business of 
getting credit for Ulster and making Ulster 
prosperous. Whether Prime Minister or not, 
1 would like to see Ulster in the position 
Derry occupies. Derry is the Cock of the 
North, and 1 would like to see Ulster Cock 
of the Empire.” (Applause.) 

If he on that occasion threw out tentatively 
ore or two suggestions which would be help- 
ful in any way he would feel that his visit 
to Derry had not been in vain. There was 
one matter in particular on which he was 
verv keen, and which he hoped would receive 
the attention of the Chambers of Commerce 
and the Press—it was essential to the pros- 
perity of the country. Just as in private 
Lusiness one of the greatest considerations 
was credit, so also in a State like Ulster the 
first thing to consider was how credit not 
only could be maintained at a high level, but 
improved. 

Th ecredit of a State depended to a large 
extent on the character of its people: whether 
they were hard-working. God-fearing and 
law-abiding. Law and order were, of course. ' 
essential if a State was to have stabilitv and 
credit. The higher the credit of a State the 
better for local authorities. 

TOO MANY (MPORTS., 

The credit of a community also depended 
Lu a large “extent upon the balance of exports 
and imports, If they could import less than 
‘hey exported the ditierence would become an 
additional credit to the community. His aim 
was to ensure that instead of remaining at the 


and 


‘ame figure as imports the exports would 
leave them well behind. 
lf one inquired into this question’ very 


carefully one would discover that Ulster was 
importing a number of articles that might 
very well be produced at home. 

“That is the side of the question I would 


like vou to attack first.’ said the Prime 
Minister. “We bring into Ulster, strange 
as it may seem, a large amount of linen. | 


wouid certainly like to see that article off the 
list of our imports; because we can manufac- 
ture linen to suit all requirements inside our 
own area. 

‘Under the heading of biscuits we are im- 
porting goods to the tuve of £320,000 a year, 
and we can surely manufacture biscuits in 
Ulster as well as in Reading or any other 
part of the world. Why not introduce a cam- 
paign in favour of eaiing Ulster biscuits and 
bring greater employment and greater 
prosperity to Ulster?’’ 

Lord Craigavon then quoted tigures show- 
ing that the amounts spent annually on other 
articles imported were :—Preserves, £320,000; 
soaps, £270,000; candles, £27,000; matches, 
£57.000; blacking, £49,000; polishes, £43,000. 
No less than £628,000 a year was exported 
from Ulster to bring in confectionery that 
‘hey might surely establish factories to make 

their own people. Last on the list was 
-hocolates, for which they exported in money 
£67,000 a year. This made a total which, if 
kept inside their own area, would immediately 
(ip the scale in favour of Ulster’s exports. 


“ PUSH ULSTER GOODS.” 

Could they not start something which would 
be even simpler than getting up what they 
called “ Ulster Shopping Week.” He wanted 
to get an Ulster Shopping Year, not only a 
shopping year In 1929, but every year from 
1929 onwards. 

Let them make it clear to the shop- 
keepers that it was to their interests to sell 
\'lster-manufactured- goods and Ulster pro- 


duce, and half their troubles would be 
mmediately got rid of. How could they 


versuade the shopkeeper that it was better 
for him to sell linen made in Belfast and 
Lisburn, or any other town in Ulster, or shirts 
and collars made in Londonderry? How 


could they persuade him that he would do 
just as well if he sold them in preference to 
getting these articles from any foreign 
country? He would tell them how. 

People walked into a shop and, in nine 
cases out of ten, they bought goods without 
knowing their origin. The shopkeeper might 
possibly make a little better turnover out of 
selling something that came from abroad, 
but they could believe him that it was a 
temporary triumph over the customer which 
was negligible compared with what the shop- 
keeper would gain by offering and trying to 
sell him Ulster goods, because if they took 
a million-and-a-half of articles such as he 
had enumerated and persuaded the people of 
Ulster to buy goods to that value made in 
Ulster, not only those who owned and ran 
the great manufactories would benefit, but 
the work-people would have more money to 
go and re-shop with later on. 


GOVERNMENT HELP. 

On the other hand, they could stem the 
tide readily if they could induce their shop- 
keepers throughout Ulster to announce in 
their shops and windows and counters, “We 
push Ulster goods.” They would then have 
the whole public going in and saying, ‘‘ We 
are prepared to help you to push Ulster 
pus and he believed the trick would be 

one. 

There had been rather a tendency to 
depend upon Governments during a number 
of years, especially since the war. That 
was a false foundation on which trade should 
try to build itself. Although he said that, 
he had no desire to shirk the responsibility 


of any Government to help trade 
and industry to the utmost of their 
ower. The Government would do more to 


elp them than they had already done. Let 
them tell the Government how they could 
help, and along the lines the Minister of 
Commerce and others had initiated the 
Government would see them through difficult 
times—that was to say. in regard to spread- 
ing the good news abroad of the linen 
industry—and it was picking up again—and 
not taking that damaging view which spoiled 
trade and made people think that Ulster was 
not the old Ulster she was before. They 
should not be pessimistic. 

Proceeding, the Prime Minieter said that, 
if the goods they wanted were not made in 
Ulster. let them not forget Great Britain, 
and. failing Great Britain, let them not forget 
the Dominions. 

They should advertise far more; there was 
not half enough advertising done. Let them 
use the Press to advertise their goods, and 
they would find that the turn of the tide 
would be very much assisted. 


SIMPLER SAFEGUARDING. 


He was delighted that.the British Govern- 
ment were going to adopt a somewhat simpler 
method for judging the merite of each 
industry when it came to considering the 
question of Safeguarding later on. Every 
Chamber of Commerce could help in this by 
passing strong resolutions .in favour of safe- 
guarding their principal industry—the linen 
industry. He proposed to ask the Senate and 
the House of Commons of Northern Ireland 
| to do the same, and pass a strong resolution 
in favour of Safeguarding. If all the 
Chambers of Commerce and both Houses oi 
Parliament did that, they then proposed to 
so to the British Government and say to 
them: ‘‘Surely, you could not get more 
united demand for anything than that.” He 
believed that, if they took a strong line and 
incorporated their Scotch brethren, who were 
also interested in this great industry—if they 
did that, it would be a triumph for them, and 
they would succeed in rehabilitating that 
splendid industry, on which Ulster had made 
its name. 

He was also anxious to persuade those who 
were convinced Free Traders that Safeguard- 
ing was not necessarily cutting across that 
principle. He was extremely anxious, if he 
could, to get the British Government to 
approach the subject from a less rigid point 
of view than hitherto. He would like greater 
elasticity in the matter, so that they could 
say: ‘Give it a trial,” and if those who 
prognosticated terrible things in consequence of 
safeguarding proved to be right, after a trial 
of several years. it would be within the 
compass of the Government of the day to 
revert to the old system, and everybody would 
be satisfied. 

He believed that in the next five years 
they wowd have greater prosperity than per- 
haps any of them could realise to-day. Were 
they ready for it? Was everything ready to 
go ahead when the fillip came? 


DE-RATING 

Some people shook their heads on the sub- 
ject of de-rating for both agriculture and for 
industry generally. He believed that it was 
the only immediate salvation. There was 
talk of reducing income tax. In his opinion 
de-rating was infinitely preferable to a reduc- 
tion of income tax. They could not do 
too much for the farmers. If they took off 
the rates on agricultural land and farm build- 
ings it would be the beginning of a new era, 
and it would be just the little turn probably 
that would help them more than they could 
realise. 

That lay ahead in October next. Some said 
that it would come too late then. These 
great revolutionary changes, amounting in the 
case of Ulster to.a sum of a capitalistic value 
of £16,000,000, could not be put into opera- 
tion in a day or two. It required very pru- 
dent finance. He hoped that no one would 
go away with the idea that the money was 
not Ulster’s money; every penny of it was 
Ulster’s money, Some people criticised, and 
said, '' It's all very well, bas you have 
the British Treasury as your milch cow.” 
There was not a word of truth in that. 
Ulster was not a milch cow, but a healthy, 
rising young heifer. (Laughter and cheers.) 
Concluding. Viscount Craigavon said that 
he would like to see in the shops of the 
whole of Ulster, in city, town, and village 
in letters that even the children could read, 
““We push Ulster goods.” (Cheers.) 

Mr. J. Milne Barbour, Minister of Com- 
merce, proposel the toast of ‘‘ The Asso- 
ciated Chambers of Commerce of Northern 
Ireland.”

MEDICAL EVIDENCE.

TIPPERARY, Thursday. 
The hearing was resumed, before District 
Justice Troy, of the charge preferred against 
Thomas Connors (54), farmer, of Dun- 
cummin, Emly, of the wilful murder of his 
daughter, Annie, aged sixteen, on fepten.- 
ber 25 last. 
Superintendent Keegan gave evidence of 
arresting Connors on January 4 last on the 
charge of murdering Annie. Connors said : 
““Oh, very well; I’m satisfied.” 
At Tipperary Barracks that day, said wit- 
ness, Connors came to me in the day room 
and said: “ It’s hard luck on me and you 
leaving the murderer at home. I 
murdered my daughter.” I cautioned him, 
and he said: “ Unless you get some of my 
bad neighbours to swear against me, thank 
God my conscience is-clear.”’ 
CAUSE OF DEATH. 
Doctor Michael English described 
girl’s injuries. 
The injuries were such that there would

they were inflicted. 

Witness was at Duncummin on Janvary 8. 

A bucket was here produced, which witness 
said that he had seen at Tipperary Parrack 
on January 7. 
Mr. O’Connor—In your opinion, could the 
wounds on the head have been caused by 
that bucket’—Some of them could, in my 
opinion, if the bucket were used with very 
heavy force,-and some of them with slight 
force. 

In your opinion, would a man striking with 
that bucket with force strike a blow sufficient 
to cut off the ear’—Yes, if that blow were 
struck with the lower edge. 

A strong pair of boots, the property of 
the prisoner, was produced, and witness said 
that certain of the wounds could have been 
caused by a person kicking or stamping with 
the boots.

have been caused by the cow ’It would be 
most unlikely that they would be caused by 
that particular cow. 

Would you go so far as to say that it 
would have been impossible for the cow to 
have inflicted the injuries on the girl?’—I 
would not like to go so far as to say that it 
would be impossible. 

In reply to the Justice, the witness said 
that it would be possible that in an attack 
by a cow, and if the right horn got caught 
in the girl’s left eye, that the cow, in en- 
deavouring to free her head, might tear off 
the right ear with the left horn. That, 
however, would be highly improbable. 

In answer to Mr. O'Connor. witness said 
that, if the cow were seen three or four 
hours after such an occurrence, there should 
be blood on the horns. If the injuries were 
caused in the pasture field, there should 
have been traces of blood from the field to 
where the body was found in the cabbage 


garden. 
COW EXAMINED. 

Dr. Thomas Keogh, Emly. stated that he 
assisted Dr. English at the post-mortem. 
He agreed with Dr. English’s description of 
the wounds and the cause of death. Possibly. 
but very improbably, the girl’s wounds could 
have been inflicted by the cow. If the 
wounds were caused by the cow there need 
not necessarily be blood on the cow’s horns. 

The hearing was again adjourned. . 

Mr. F. J. O'Connor, State Solicitor, 
appeared for the prosecution; and Mr. J. J. 
Kavanagh (instructed by Mr. T. Atwell, 
solicitor) defended.

reniains. ‘This was carried out by Dr. Con- 
nelly, of Louth, and Dr. O'Brien, of Dundalk. 

During Wednesday night the little thatched 
cottage at Tully, where the dead body Jay, 
was guarded vy Civic Guards, who yesterday 
made a thorough search of the premises. 
Yesterday crowds of people from a wide area 
visited the house and later called at the 
huuse of Mr. and Mrs. Clarke at Ednaquim 
(the parents of the woman) to sympathise 
with them. 

It is now learned that when the husband, 
James Kerley, was arrested and taken. into 
custody twelve live cartridges were found 
in his possession. The double-barrelled gun 
which he carried was found to have been 
stufied in one barrel with a piece of rag, 
as if an effort had been made to clean the 
gun and the rag had stuck in the pull- 
through. 

Chief Superintendent Maher, of Drogheda, 
has arrived in Dundalk in connection with 
the murder. It was intended that the body 
of the dead woman should be removed to 
the church, but this is not the custom in 
the district, and the remains were kept in 
the house where she was found dead. The 
burial will tale place to-day. 

It is learned that the wound which caused 
the woman’s death, which is believed to have 
been instantaneous, was caused by a shot- 
gun, which was discharged from behind. The 
onerge appears to have gone right through 
the body, coming out on the right side of 
the breast.

OBJECT.

WATERFORD FIND ACCEPTED 
FOR NATIONAL MUSEUM. 


An interesting stone object was found some 
time ago by Mr. W. E. Jacob when super- 
intending an excavation for a pipe run nat 
far from Waterford City. The stone, which 
may be described as approximately a cube 
measuring ós inches, is of a hard nature, al- 
most black in colour, and a hole has been 
drilled through it. 
Recently Mr. L. S. Gogan, of the National 
Museum, Dublin, had an opportunity of 
examining the stone, and wrote--‘' There 
seems to be every reason for ingpeing it in 
a well-known class of early Bronze Age 
alijects, the perforated stone mace heads. 
Tne perforation was probably done by a 
wooden drill with sand and water. The 
object is of real antiquarian interest. If my 
opinion is correct regarding the identification 
of the object, about 1800 B.C. would be a 
reasonable date to assign to it. The mace 
as a weapon has a very wide expansion in 
sjace and time, and is, of course, a special- 
ised club.” 
Mr. Jacob states that immediately he 
noticed the stone object amongst the exca- 
vated materials it occurred to him that it 
might be the handiwork of a primitive man, 
and a fortnight ago when in Dublin he 
noticed some specimens in the Museum very 
similar in shape, which led to an early in- 
teresting conversation with Mr. Gogan result- 
ing in the stone weapon being sent up for 
inspection, and subsequently to its acceptance 
by the Museum of Irish Antiquities.

| CONFERENCE OF 
YOUTH. 


MANY .PROBLEMS 
DISCUSSED. 


— 


We have teen supplied with the following 
report by the Committee of the Church of 
Ireland Conference of Youth (in which we 
have inserted cross heads) :— 

The Conference was continued last night in 
the Metropolitan Hall, before a large attend- 
ance. The Archbishop of Dublin — pre- 
sided. The opening speech on “ What has 
the Church to do with sex problems?” was 
delivered by the Rev. A. 8. Bluett, after 
which the Rana divided into meetings of 
men and women to discuss the question and 
the points raised in Mr. Bluett’s speech. 

e next subject for discussion was: 
“ What has the Church to do with present- 
day social questions”’ and the subject was 
introduced by Mr. Donough Bryan. Mr. 
Bryan said that the Conference could not 
succeed unless there was discussion on the 
problems which alienated large numbers of 
people from the Church. is he took it 
was the main object of the Conference. 
The Church must face facts from the pulpit 
and from the platform. He was not an 
Agnostic, but he would like to hear the 
ideas and the views which are held by 
Agnostics on the Church. : 


“CLINICS FOR CLERGY." 


The Church is too liable to confine itself 
to pleasant platitudes about brotherly Jove 
and kindred topics, but as soon as the 
ractical issue arises they are conveniently 


orgotten. At the same time the Church is 
not a Hygienic Utilitarian Society to deal 
with matters such as Housing, Unemploy- 


ment, and Drunkenness—such matters could 
be admirably dealt with by a committee of 
enlightened Agnostics. The main object of 
the Church must be to deal with spiritual 
matters. Mr. Bryan would like to see 
founded a mission to the rich, a mission to 
the educated and the intellectual. It is a 
deplorable fact that most intellectual people 
are Agnostics. 

Some scheme should be devised for the 
education of the clergy. Clergy are often 
called upon to answer questions which are 
outside their experience. He would like to 
see clinics for clerics, fram which men 
specially trained could be sent out to deal 
with emergencies and to visit “ hard cases.” 


‘“ BAZAARS FOR BACKBITING.” 


Charity is the most essential of Christian 
qualities, but one too often comes to asso- 
ciate the word with the expression, ‘‘ Cold 
as charity.” The good people of the Church 
condescend to patronise misfortune with 
bazaars for beckbiting. One should remem- 
ber the condemnation of the Pharisees, which 
is expressed in almost every chapter of the 
Gospels; but how often does one hear a 

sermon against our everyday Pharisees, with 
| their praying in public and their public sub- 

scriptions? But, of course, all these are most 
respectable people—too respectable, perhaps, 
for the Church to attack while it is gifted 
with the financial sense. 

ÓR | saint has been dethroned from its 
niche, but one of the vacant niches has been 
filled with the statue of that sanctimonious 
old hag, Mrs. Grundy. The Church, in 
short, is too respectable: it has become far 
more respectable than Christ; and that is 
why youth takes so little interest in the 
Church. 


SUNDAY AMUSEMENTS. 


Miss Gregg then spoke on “ Sunday and 
Other Amusements.’’ She said that it was a 


She hoped that the question of State cen- 
sorship of films and _ literature would be 
brought up during the discussion. She would 
also suggest as a subject ‘‘ State Censorship 
versus Church Censorship.’’ 

The Church for many years has adopted a 
very pragmatic attitude over the observances 
of Sunday, and she would welcome some 
definite pronouncement upon the subject. 
Sunday is one’s own, a common-sense institu- 
tion and a priceless gift, and the Church has 
failed in not adopting a common-sense attitude 
towards it. One cannot find fault with those 
who, having to work all the week, go off to 
play tennis or golf on Sunday. But those 
who devote the whole of Sunday to their 
pleasure fail in their duty to their triple 
selves. All the week for your work; all Sun- 
day for your body—where does God come in? 
he argument that some people are obliged 
to work on Sunday to provide amusement for 
the others is not alwgys valid, because it is a 
case of a few being sacrificed for the many. 
But Sunday is one’s pwn, and on account of 
this organised games on Sunday are not to 
be encouraged. Organised amusements which 
demand the sacrifice of one’s Sunday is an in- 
vasion of the rights of the individual. 


SOCIAL PROBLEMS. 

Mr. <. Fletcher summed up the more ee 
ing social problems of the day, and the 
remedies which have been suggested for them. 
It will not do to leave their solution to time, 
because they are due to man's revolutionary 
discovery in the last century of how the latent 
forces of Nature could be harnessed to men's 
will. Does the Church realise that the modern 
industrial system is part of the Creator's 
lan? 

It must, for if it does not there is no 
meaning in life, as we know it to-day, and if 
it does, how can it ignore the workings of 
thet system’? The responsibility is rather 
with the individual than with the Church as 
a whole. 

Those of us who believe in Christianity 
must aim at the idea of service that Christ 
has put betore us, and the yital need of our 
day, is that Christians should take a far 
larger part :n public life. But the Church 
must help, and it can help by declaring that 
the modern social organisation is a part of 
God's plan, bv studying that organisation an'l 
by denouncing the ar caused by man’s use 
of that organisation for his own selfish ends. 
The meeting then divided into groups to 
discuss the points raised in the speeches, and 
reports were afterwards given to the meeting

ADDRESS AT CONFERENCE OF 
YOUTH SERVICE. 


St. Ann’s Church was crowded yesterday 
for the lunch hour Service in connection with 
the Conference of Youth, whose sessions take 
place every night this week in the Metro- 
itan Hall, Dublin. The Rev. G, A. 
tuddert Kennedy spoke on “Religion and 
the Man in the Street.” He dwelt on the 
difficulty and danger that lies in the fact 
that we can have little real knowledge of 
each other, We do not see each other in 
any real sense, any more than we see God; 
because man is a spirit. We base our actions 
and attitude towards each other on the 
picture we have formed in our minds of our 
neighbours; we try to fit what we see and 
hear of them into this mental picture, which 
can never be a really correct picture.

The house selected by the Queen as a 
guest house while the Court is at Aldwick 
is Rotherly, Goodman Drive, West 
Parade, Bognor. Rotherly is a neat, 
ihree-storeyed, white-fronted house, fac- 
ing the sea, and is kept as a private 
hote] by Mr. and Mrs. R. M. Bull. 

There are twelve bedrooms on the first 
floor, and four on the-second. Workmen 
are busy fixing electric fires in each of the 
yooms. Nearly every room looks on to the 
yea, while Craigweil House can be seen 
three-quarters of a mile away. There is 
a big diningroom and a dance floor, and 
several private sittingrooms. 


QUEEN’S INSPECTION. 

The Queen, with characteristic attention 
to detail, inspected each of the mane 
rooms at Craigweil House, and discussed 
questions of decoration and furniture with 
members of the Royal Household. 

Sir Derek Keppel, Master of the House- 
hold, who has spent several days at Craig- 
weil House, met the Queen when she ar- 
rived by car from Buckingham Palace at 
12.50. She was accompanied by Princess 
Mary. 

The (ueen was dressed in a grey coat, 
and toque hat to match ; and, although the 
planus for her visit had been kept as quiet 
as possible, a little crowd of interested 
villagers gathered at the gates Ao cheer as 
the Roval car drove in. 

The (Queen smiled, and bowed in re- 
sponse. Almost immediately she began 
her tour of inspection. She paid special 
attention to the rooms in front of the 
house which it 1s expected will be used 
by the King and Queen. She was par- 
ticularly interested, too, in the improve- 
ments which are being made in the roads 
leading to Craigweil House. This task 
was put in hand by the West Hampnett 
Rural Council, following the announce- 


ment that the King was coming to 
Aldwick. 
TO TRAVEL BY ROAD. 
It is stated that the King’s medical 


advisers are anxious that His Majesty 
should make the journey from London by 
road, if possible, as this will only involve 


moving him from his bedroom to the car, 
and from the car to his bedroom at Craig- 
weil House. 

There is considerable stir and excite- 
ment in the village at the prospect of the 
Court coming to Aldwick, . 

It is understood that the whole of the

MORE GOOD NEWS EXPECTED.

to Bognor in the near future. 

“ Recent bacteriological. tests confirm 
the clinical evidence that the right chest 
is now free from infection, the tempera- 
ture has settled down, the pulse remains 
quiet, sleep is better, and solid food can 
be taken in larger amounts. Thus the 
gratifying improvement recorded last 
week has been maintained, and we may 
look for further news from time to ‘time 
of advances along. the. uphill. road to 
recovery. 

“Our profession and the nursing pro- 
fession have every right. to feel proud of 
the success so far achieved by those to 
whom the care of the King’s life and 
health has been entrusted. Their skill 
and devotion, under .wise Jeadership, 
have had. full scope throughout, and for 
this the nation owes a great debt to the 
(Queen, whose courage -has been an 
example to her people. 

“TH was fitting. that the first public 
message from the King since he felt ill 
sheuld have been given by Her Majesty 
at a hospital gathering. His illness has 
brought him to appreciate more deeply 
than ever before the vaJuc of medical 
science and of devoted nursing.” 


LAST NIGHT’S REPORT.

STORY OF A ROYAL SPEECH RE-WRITTEN

In. an editorial article bearing the caption | 
“4 Debt to King George,” the Free State 
Government's semi-officiul organ, Z'he Star, 
pays tribute this week to the part which it 
declares was played by the King in bringing 
about the Truce ef 1921. 

It states that the speech made by His 
Majesty at the opening of the Northerfi 
Parliament in 1921 was not the speech pre- 
pared for him by his Cabinet, but a state- 
ment drawn up for him by General Smuts. 

The article tnd with a reference to the 
interest with which the bulletins issued daiiy 
during the King’s illness were read in the 
Free State, and comments that, perhaps, “a 
deeper and more anxious interest ”” would 
have been taken in them if the part played 
by His Majesty personally in bringing the 
Anglo-Irish stengale to an end had been more 
generally known. 

It was pretty widely known, according to 
the article, that’ the King and members of 
the Royal Family, as well as their personal 
friends. were strongly of opimon that the 
things that were being done in Ireland in the 
King’s name could not be justified. 


SPEECH REJECTED. 


His Majesty's ‘‘chance of doing some- 
thing effective to stop the campaign of blood 
and destruction came in November, 1921.” 
It had been arranged that the Parliament of 
Northern Ireland would be opened by the 
King In person on 22nd of that month. 

“The Message from the Throne for the 
occasion,” continues the article, “fell, of 
‘ourse, to be prepared by the British 
‘abinet. The _ responsible Minister duly 
paces yn the King’s hands the draft which 
iad been settled by his colleagues. It was 
a bloodthirsty document, amounting to a 
declaration of. war to the knife against Dail 
Fireann and the Volunteers. His Majesty 
believed that he ought not to give utterance 
to the sentiments which it contained. He 
sent. for General Smuts, who was then in 
kngland. The South African statesman 
emphatically agreed that the proposed speech 
was very bad. The King thereupon invited 
him to write a statement of the kind that he 
thought would be suitable, having regard to 
all the circumstances of the case. General

The earnings declined, so 
that up to the end of 1927 the fall in gross 
receipts was much more than the considerable 
decrease im expenditure. By the end of 
March. 1928, the traffie receipts had shown 
a considerable decline, amounting to £57,000 
in the case of the principal companies. At 
the 30th of June the decrease amounted to 
£109,000 or 35 per cent., of which passenger 
receipts alone accounted for £94,000, which 
was largely due to “bus competition, and 
therefore difficult to recover. The companies 
found that with their limited resources thev 
could not continue to pay the present rates of 
salaries and wages, which in fact, since de- 
control of the railways by the Government in

At the annual meeting of the Association 
of Northern>Ireland Chambers of Commerce 
here to-day a discussion arose in connection 
with the increase in the cost of telegrams to 
the Free State, the Secretary, Mr. 
Witham, remarking that he had been in com. 
munication with the Association of Chambers 
of Commerce in the Free State and also with 
the Liverpool Chamber of Commerce in re 
gard to the matter. He was afraid that the 
attitude of the Postmaster-General in this 
connection was not very favourable. He was 
not very eager, apparently, to take the matter 
up with the Irish Free State. 

“When a deputation appeared before Mr. 
Bivthe, Minister of Finance, in reference to 
the increased charges they were told by him 
that the bulk of the telegrams coming into 
the Free State were betting telegrams, and 
that the senders could well afford the extra 
cost. According to the report just issued, the 
loss on the Telegrams Department of the 
Post Office was very heavy. 

Mr. Daniel M‘Laughlin said that he feared 
that unless some powerful influence was 
brought to bear on the Government they 
would not reduce the charge. Of course, if 
the Free State reduced it, the English Go- 
vernment might probably follow suit, The 
increased charge seemed to him a bit of 
retaliation on the part of the English Post- 
master-General. 

Senator Glendinning said that the question 
was really one that affected Northern Ireland 
and the British Government rather than the 
Free State. 

Mn the motion of Senator Glendinning. 
seconded by Mr. M‘Laughlin, it was decided 
to refer the matter back to the various 
Chambers of Commerce of the Six Counties. 

DE-RATING. 

The Rating and Valuation Bill was clso 
considered. Senator Glendinning suggested 
that this was a matter that should be con- 
sidered carefully by each Chamber of Com- 
meree. One business man had recently told 
him that under the de-rating scheme his pre- 
mises would be ve-valued, and he would be 
no better off than he had been before. 

The Secretary said that there was an under- 
standing that there would be no re-valuation 
but simply an apportionment of the valua- 


tion, 


‘AN ULSTER SPORTS WEEK.” 

A resolution from the Ballymcney Chamber 
in favour of an Ulster Sports Week was con- 
sidered. The resolution stated that in the 
past vear tmany advantages had accrued to 
Northern Ireland from the Ulster Grand Prix 
and the Ulster International T.T. Motor 
Kaces, and suggested to the Government, the 
Wister Tourist Association and the promo- 
ters of these races that these two big events 
should be held in the same week, supple- 
mented by other sports events. 


PROTEST AGAINST MOTOR TAX. 

4 protest was recorded against the heavy 
flax on commercial motor vehicles in Northern 
Ireiand. 

Mr. Daniel M‘Laughlin mentioned that in 
England the tax on five-ton motor vehicles 
was £46, whereas in Northern Ireland it was 
£300. There was a similar discrepancy in the 
tax for other vehicles. It was a gross scandal 
that the tax should be so high in Northern 
Ireland, and some sieps should be taken to 
have it the same as in England. 

Mr. Marshall said that it was the boast of 
the Government that they would provide for 
the people of Northern Ireland the same privi- 
leges as were enjoyed by the people of Kng- 
Jand. Here was a case in which great injus- 
tice was done. 

The Secretary said that a deputation was 
heing appointed to approach the Government 
of Northern Ireland with the object of having 
the tax reduced to the same level as in 
England.

SIR ALAN COBHAM LOOKS 
INTO THE FUTURE. 

Sir Alan Cobham and Colonel J.’ C. Fitz- 
muurice both spoke at the general meeting 
oí Dublin University Philosophical Society 
Jast night. Mr. D. B. W. Good read a 
paper on ‘The Conquest of the Áir, 

Sir Alan declared that flying was safe. 
that the Imperial Airways had a wonderful 
record in this respect. | 

Speaking of the flying boat, he said that 
its meagre development in recent years Was 
due solely to lack of experiment, but to-day 
that experiment was going ahead. 

Control of the elements was the thing 
that mattered in aviation to-day, and he 
held that this would come, quicker by means 
of heavier-than-air craft than with the 
lighter-than-air craft. The great advantage 
that heavier-than-air craft had over lighter- 
than-air craft was that they could fly in any 
weather consistently, which the other could 
not possibly do, Furthermore, the time was 
coming when the control of aircraft would be 
purely mechanical, and in this regard he 
would refer to directional wireless, stabilisers 
and other similar instruments. 

In its present stage of development, the 
heavier-than-air craft can fly one hundred 
per cent. efficient in bad weather, but the 
same cannot be said of airships. 

ROUND THE WORLD IN A DAY. 

It was a fact that the higher one went 
the Jess pressure resistance there was, so 
that with a super-charged engine at twelve 
miles high, one could probably fly around 
the world in one day. At one thousand 
miles high one could fy around the world 
and arrive at the same time as one started. 
(Laughter. ) In fact, one could visualise 
breakfasting in London and arriving in 
New York before breakfast, or running down 
to Australia for a week-end. 

Within the last two or three years, Sir 
Alan Cobham said, there had been a slacken- 
ing off in the development of aviation, but 
he predicted that during the next twelve 
mon.hs this development would be resumed 
with even greater intensity than ever before. 

IN ITS INFANCY. 

Colonel J. C. Fitzmaurice, the Chief of 
the Irish Free State Air Force, in a witty 
speech, mentioned that the only time he 
had been *‘seasick’’ was on the one occa- 
sion he had been up in an airship. 

It was true to say that trans-Atlantic 
aviation was only in its infancy; but it was 
pot true to say that it wae impossible. They 
might not see it in their own lifetime; but 
the world in the near fature would see it. 
Pheir own flight—the Bremen flight—had been 
regarded as suicide; but he did not think 
that it had heen. They did not go into the 
thing foolishly. Rather had they gone into 
everything fully and seriously. “He himself 
had been studying the matter for more than 
four years. The only two things they had 
fea were a hundred miles an hour gale the 
whole way over or engine failure. Of course, 
if they had the money it would be possible 
to build an extraordinary euper-machiue. 

In conclusion, Colonel Fitzmaurice said that 
it was foolish to say that aviation could never 
he an economic proposition; they had only to 
look to its future development, i 

In the course of his paper, Mr. Good said 
that an aerial service between England and 
Ireland ought to prosper, for it would be well 
patronised by people visiting their country 
for the hunting and fishing. In Ireland most 
of the fields were either too rocky or too 
boggy for safe landings to be made, but the 
demesne lands provided sites for ideal aero- 
dromes, and, no doubt, portions of them 
would be acquired for that purpose.

SIR ALAN COBHAM ADVISES

Sir Alan Cobham - addressed «a» specially- 
convened meeting of the Cork Harbour Com- 
missioners yesterday morning on the suita- 
bility of Cork as an air port, - By special 
invitation, a number of prominent citizens 
attended the meeting. E 

Mr. Richard Wallace, Chairman, who pre- 
sided, said that the Cork Harbour Com- 
missioners assured Sir Alan Cobham that 
any project for linking up their southern port 
with Great Britain, Europe, or America that 
he or his associates should recommend to 
them would be convénienced and helped by 
every means at the disposal of the Cork 
Harbour Commissioners. , 

Sir Alan Cobham said that they were, he 
understood, to consider two things: whether 
they were going to establish an aerodrome or 
a seaplane hase, or both—in other words, 
whether theirs was to be a marine port or 
an aerodrome, or both combined. The latter 
would be the ideal situation—that they should 
have a flying boat base and an aerodrome 
side by side. He had been looking over the 
charts of the harbour, and it appeared that 
the nearest a flying boat port could safely be 
to.Cork was Queenstown itself. They would 
require two stretches of water at right angles 
to one another, in order to be able to 
negotiate all winds. For flying boats they 
would require a run-away of three-quarters 
of a mile. i 

He referred to the visit of ‘‘ The Calcutta 
fiving boat to Queenstown, and continued: 
“I prophesy that in the next three or tour 
years you will have flying boats of 50 tone. 
and there is no reason why, in the lifetime of 
those present here to-day, you should not 
have flying boats of 100, and even 200, tons, 
with huge cantilever wings, which will need 
a mile to get off.” 

“I will be quite frank with you," he pro- 
ceeded, “ and tell you that the money you 
will collect in harbour dues from flying boats 
will not take you very far. It is merely a 
development proposition, like those -of 
bridges and docks, and it is a step in the 
right direction. Cork will get the naime of 
being the air port of Ireland, and on that 
platform alone it is really worth while going 
ahead. Until you do get an air port no 
aircraft can come here.’’ 

ADMIRABLE SEAPLANE BASE. 

Mr. R. W. Sinnott said that before coming 
there that morning he knew very little about 
this subject, but now he knew that their 
harbour lent itself magnificently to all the 
requirements óf a seaplane base. He under- 
stood that the Government had been asked 
to make an aerial survey of the harbour, and 
he certainly thought, from what they had 
heard, that they should press their Govein- 
ment to carry out that project. 

Sir Alan said that he thought they might 
consider services from there to the Continent, 
to Wales, and possibly to the Bristol 
Channel. 

Mr. J. J. Horgan expressed regret that 
Sir Alan’s having to leave Cork by the mid- 
day train that day prevented them from 
showing him the asco and his going 
more into detail. Perhaps, in the summer 
he would be able to come among them again 
in a more adventurous way—by air—and if 
he did so he would be able to collect some 
useful data. He understood they had asked 
the Free State Government to carry out an 
aerial survey of the port of Cork. He did 
not know if that survey would be completed 
by the time they could expect Sir Alan 
back amongst them. From what he had 
said, it did not seem that the establishment 
of an air port would be a very expensive 
matter. It was one they might entertain, 
having had such expert advice on the sub- 
ect. 

: QUESTION OF COST. 

In reply to a question, Sir Alan Cobham 
said that he saw no reason why a Govern- 
ment subsidy should be necessary. The ex- 
pense of carrying out such suggestions as he 
had made might be a four-figure expendi- 
ture, but certainly would not be a five-figure 
one. Very roughly, he would say that £2,000 
or £3,000 would make a very handsome show. 
Belfast had a unique position; he did not 
say it was a natural seaplane harbour, but 
they were reclaiming land there as the result 
of dredging. This land was going to make 
a wonderful site for aeroplanes, and they 
were going to enclose a lake beside it for sea- 
planes. In Cork, as he saw thirgs, it would 
uot be a big job at all. 

Mr. Sinnott said the request for an aerial 
survey was not with a view to getting a 
subsidy, but to getting expert advice on the 
port. Sir Alan had made out a splendid 
case for them, because they had the neces- 
sary stretches of water, and they had the 
dry docks at Haulbowline, all waiting to 
serve as a seaplane base. With the expendi- 
ture of a small initial amount, thev could 
advertise Cork as a landing place for sea- 
planes. 

Sir Alan failed to see of what benefit an 
aerial survey would he to the present pro- 
posal, Aerial photographs would not show 
the contours of the land, and for the im- 
mediate needs he thought the surveying were 
better done from the ground. 

MAKING A START. 

Mr. Fitzgerald considered it a pity that 
Sir Alan was unable on the present occasion 
to spend a few hours going over the harbour. 
It made the matter much easier to know 
that a land survey would be better than an 
aerial survey. At present it would 
be sufficient for them to obtain the 
necessary technical skill and advice to de- 
termine on a suitable site for a seaplane 
base, and then to arrange with some airway 
company for the provision of a machine, and 
to arrange with the Tyansatlantic shipping 
and other passenger-carrying companies for 
the advertising of these facilities. If as a 
beginning they could decide on something to 
keep Cork on the map for future air de- 
velopment he thought that would be suff- 
cient for the time being. ! : 

Mr. Mercier said that they had all been 

much enlightened, and were .dceplv grateful 
to Sir Alan Cobham. He did not know haw 
far their statutory limitations went in the 
matter, or whether they would be empowered 
to provide aerodrome facilities. They were 
certainly endowed with all the facilities for 
a seaplane base. 
. Mr. Horgan, seconding Mr. 
pusal of thanks. said Sir Alan had brought 
the subject of Cork as a seaplane base from 
the clouds into reality.

14,000 EMPLOYES CONCERNED. 

The total namber of employés. affected by 
the proposed reduction in the rates of pay 
would be 11,158 in .the conciliation. grades, 
and 2,945 in the salaried grades, making a 
total of 14,103. ‘The relief which the corn- 
panies would obtain in the aggregate weuld 
amount to about £162,000 per annum. This 
figure was equivalent to only about a quarter 
of the amount by which net earnings had 
declined since 1913, and, therefore, could not 
be considered unfair under the present strin- 
gent circumstances. 

POINTS OF THE CASE. 

In conclusion, Mr. Shanahan stressed the 

following considerations in support of his 


case :— 

(1) That the density of traffic and the 
earning powers of the Irish railways are 
relatively very low. 

(2) That the companies have no longer a 
monopoly of transport, and to protect their 
interests must make far-reaching changes 'n 
their methods, involving considerable eapen- 
diture, for which fresh capital cannot be 
raised unless the financial position is im- 
proved. 

(3) That the decline in passenger receipts 
is bound to continue, as fares are still being 
reduced, and, as already stated, the fall in 
traffic receipts since the beginning of the 
year unfortunately points to a los; in 1929 
which may exceed £250,000. 

(4) That substantial economies in expenses 
are almost exhausted, while, on the other 
hand, certain maintenance work is in arrear, 
which must be faced; consequently expendi- 
ture will, if anything, tend to increase in 
the future. 

(5) That consequently the net earnings of 
the Irish railways, which, since 1915, had 
fallen nearly 40 per cent. by 1927, as com- 
pared with only 5 per cent. in the case of 
the British railways, will almost certainly 
be reduced to an even lower level, which 
would, needless to say, intensify the present 
extremely grave position. 

(6) That, having regard to the economic 
necessities of the companies, and the very 
unfavourable prospects in the immediate 
future, the reductions proposed in the pre 
sent applications are, indeed, moderate. 

(7) That, as the success, or otherwise, of 
the railways in this country is inseparatciy 
bound up with, and is dependent upon, the 
farming classes for the greater part of their 
business, some regard must be given to the 
rates of wages which the predominating in- 
dustry can afford in the fixing of the rates of 
wages of railwaymen in the lower grades 

(8) That it is of vital importance for the 
credit of the country that the industry in 
which £40,000,000 of Irish capital is invested 
should be financially sound and reasonably 
prosperous. N 

REASONABLE PROPOSALS. 

Restoration of the industry to a sound 
financial position could not be obtained with- 
out, a substantial reduction in costs, towards 
which the relief now sought was only a 
moderate contribution. The action of the 
Associated Irish Railway Companies, there- 
fore, was more than justified by the facts 
and the merits of the case, and on their 
behalf he appealed with confidénce to the 
Board to agree to the reasonable proposals 
embodied in the applications now submitted. 

Senator O'Farrell guestioned Mr, Shanahan 
as to figures in certain tables which he had 
submitted. 

Mr. Shanahan said that the figures, in 
some cases, were an estimate, but they 
closqly approximated to the actual figures, 
which would soon be published. 

Mr. O’Farrell—Would vou be surprised if 
I suggested to you in all seriousness that 
the Great Southern alone saved, approxi- 
mately, £300,000 in 1928, for which you 
estimate only the savings of the seven com- 
panies at £317,000. 

Mr. Shanahan replied that the figures were 
the most up-to-date that he could get. 

Mr. O'Farrell said he wanted to point out 
that they were not in a position to check 
these figures, which were admittedly esti- 
mates. 

CHAIRMAN’'S QUESTIONS. 

The Chairman asked Mr. Shanahan if he 
suggested that the wages were too high, or 
if he was merely claiming that the company 
could not afford them, would he urge that 
they should be reduced if the company. were 
in a normally prosperous condition. 

Mr. Shanahan said that the wagees were 
too high. 

The Chairman said that Mr. Shanahan had 


occupations to show that the wages were too 
high. 

Mr. Shanahan said that in his opening 
statement he had directly referred to agri- 
culture, the predominating industry in the 
country.

Do you say that if 
the company had been paying its way you 
would still be justified in. coming here and 
asking for a reduction of that wage? I think 
this goes to the root of the matter 

Mr. Shanahan said that he believed the 
wages were too high in view of the conditioris 
of service. 

The Chairman—Do you: really think that, 
say £2 a week, is too much to’ pay a man 
living in Dublin no matter what he is doing? 
I am speaking of a good type of man. 

Mr. Shanahan—It is nard to say. The 
position is that in our case it is a question 
that men cannot afford—— 

The Chairman—I am not asking you that. 
You first made that point, and then you said 
that you considered the wages were too high 
in themselves. Do you think £2 is too much 
to pay a man and expect him to keep a house 
for his wife and family under present condi- 
tions in Dublin? 

I am afraid I cannot answer that question, 
said Mr. Shanahan. 

REDUCTION OF FARES. 

The Chairman referred to a statement in 
witness’s opening statement that the railway 
companies were doing everything in their 
power to improve their position. That refer- 
ence practically invited the Board to criticise 
the railway management. The statement 
claimed that the companies had made great 
reductions in fares. Leaving out the question 
of excursions how did fares compare with 
the fares in 1913—was there a great reduc 
tion ’ 

Witness replied that 
were higher. 

The Chairman said that recently he had to 
go to Ennis, and his return fare amounted to 

. As a result he determined that next 
time he would travel there by car. Again, 
when travelling from Belfast to Dublin he 
got a telegram at Amiens street, which neces- 
sitated his travelling on to London. He 
remained in the train and travelled on to 
Dun Laoghaire, a distance of about ten 
miles, and for that single journey he was 
charged 4s. 9d. That was the kind of thing 
that was killing rail travel in Ireland. He 
asked when were the ordinary passenger fares 
last readjusted on witness’s own line. 

Mr. Shanahan said that the fares between 
Dublin and Belfast were reduced about a 
year ago. 

Chairman—How much is that still above 
the 1913 figures ’—About 50 per cent. 

Leave aside those and take the case of 
someone wanting to travel between two smal! 
intermediate stations—how much would his 
fare be above 1913 figures; would it be 160 
per cent.’—-No; in Ui case of first-class 
passengers it would be 50 per cent., and in the 
case of third-class passengers 75 per cent. 

Do you still maintain that the railways are 
doing everything they can’—Of course, you 
will appreciate that if the companies brought 
down their standard fares by a substantial 
percentage it would mean a large reduction

cially as the minds of the staff were dis- 
turbed because of constantly being faced with 
the lowering of the standard of living, and 
discontent was nót good for the industry. The 
credit of the industry was affected. 

The policy of reducing the wages had been 
tried for at least six years, and, despite the 
fact that reductions had been made in the 
staffs and wages, very little had been done 
to meet the ofablein off reduced gross receipts. 
Mr. Watters gave elaborate particulars of 
the reduction of staffs since 1925, showing a 
decrease in the Free State of 2,904, or about, 
14 per cent. 
and Cork had already been reduced in wages 
by about 23s. 9d. a week, and they were 
faced with a further reduction of 4s. 3d., 
whilst other porters had lost up to 24s. 10d. 
a week; and, in addition, new entrants were 
receiving 10 per cent. less. 

On the Great Southern Railways the ex- 
penditure had decreased by £763,475, com- 
paring 1927 with 1926, and it would be right 
to assume that when the figures for 1928 are 
available this amount would be _ increased. 
The contemplated economies due to singling 
of the line, reduction in staff in the various 
shops, wholesale reduction of loco. men, and 
the continued policy of reduction in the other 
grades must yield a tremendous amount for 
the year 1929. -The rélief from rating would 
be another form of reduction in expenditure, 
and with the contemplated taxation of motor 
‘buses on a mileage basis, would all, directly 
and indirectly, ease the pressure that the 
companies were now complaining of. 

OTHER AVENUES. 

Mr. W. J. R. Squance, Associated Society 
of Locémotive Engineers and Firemen, said 
that, so far as the locomotive section was 
concerned, they had: already made handsome 
contributions to the financial problem of the 
railways. What was now contemplated as 
regards the locomotive section—one of the 
most vicious forms of interference with the 
service that he had ever known—was going 
to again adversely affect its grades, because 
they found that, regardless of age, the com- 
panies were going to displace the high-rated 
men, who received the maximum rates. His 
society had already knowledge of thirty- 
eight men under sixty years of age who had 
got to walk the streets as their contribution 
to the solution of the problem. They recog- 
nised what was involved in a matter of this 
kind; and they felt that the continual. appli- 
cations of the railway companies would get 
the men into a frame of mind in which they 
would resent the interference of the society, 
and would come forward with applications 
themsélves for additional remuneration for 
extra duties. They were forced to the con- 
clusion that they were nearing the breaking 
point, and that they thought a halt should 
be called to these continual applications if 
industrial peace was to be maintained. Other 
avenues of reducing wages should now be 
explored, even if it meant writing down the 
capital of the companies, which was still at 
its high pre-war figure. 

SOME COMPARISONS 

Senator J. T. O'Farrell, Irish Secretary, 
Railway Clerks’ Association, opposed the 
application on behalf of the salaried staff. He 
said that there was no justification for the 
companies’ application, at the end of a year 
during which record economies had been 
effected, mostly at the expense of labour. The 
attack was inspired by the less drastic appli- 
cation from the British companies in August 
last. ‘ As compared with 1927, however, the 
British compagies in 1928 were in a much 
worse position than the Irish companies. The 
total reduction in gross receipts for the four 
chief British railway groups was £9,134,000, 
as compared with 1927. The reduction in the 
case of the two principal Irish companies 
(representing five-sixths of the Irish railways) 
was £211, To equate the Irish to the 
British reduction would bring the former to 
£526,000, or 54.5 per cent. more than it 
actually was, 

The total reserves of the railways forming 
the present Great Southern Railway Company 
in 1916 were only £275,000. The reserves of 
the Amalgamated Company at the end of 
1927 were £1,515,000, or five and a half times 
the 1915 amount. The Great Northern Rail- 
way reserves in 1913 were £244,450, and in 
' 1947 $1,552,600, or over five and a half times 
the 1913 figire. The Great Northern Rail- 
way reserves and depreciation funds equalled 
14.5 per cent. of the paid-up capital,-. whilst 
the reservés of all the British companies re- 
presented only 6.9 per cent. of the paid-up 
capital. 


BIG SALARIES. 

The net receipts of the railways in the Free 
State and those crossing the border, in 1925, 
were £600,000. In 1927 they were £955,000, 
and for 1928 the figure would probably be 
£1,100,000. This increase, notwithstanding 
a reduction in gross receipts, was due to 
record savings in working expenses. The Cireat 
Southern Railway alone saved. about 
£300,000 in working expenses, as against 
a. reduction in. gross receipts of £120.000 
The all-over average dividend for all kinds of 
Pailway stock last year was 3.11 p.c., a8 
against about 4 p.c. in pre-war days, so that 
there was_no considerable failing off in this 
respect, and the 1928 dividends will probably 
be higher.. It was time, in any case, that 
the railway “companies wrote down ther 
capttal to its present market value. Future 
savings of a substantial character would be 
made through reductions in valuation for rate- 
able purposes, which would give the G.S.R, 
about £30,000 per annum, and the G.N.R 
about £16.000.. The new ‘bus tax wouid 
impose. about £100,000 per annum on railway 
competitors. 

The average weekly salaries and wages paid 
by the railways in the Free State and crossing 
the border amounted to £55,433 in March, 
1926, and £50,405 in March, 1928, represent- 
ing a saving of £260,000 per annum, or about 
15s. per head of the existing staff. These 
figures did not inclugs the 1928 economies. 

LEVEL OF SALARIES. 

He put in tables showing that the salaried 
staft had been reduced in numbers by 18.9 p.c. 
since 1921. He said the average salary for 
generai clerks only worked out at 68s. 10d. 
per week. The cost of living was 6 p.c. 
higher ir Ireland than in Great Britain, and 
the general level of salaries in other industries 
was much higher than on the railways. He 
put in a table showing the all-over average 
salaries paid in a large number of industries, 
which went to show that the railways were 
the third lowest paid. Further tables, show- 
ing the rates of pay of general clerks (both 
male and female) in other industries and 
services were put in, showing that railway 
clerks of both sexes were paid worse than 
bank clerks, postal clerks, clerical officers in 
the Civil Service, Dublin and Belfast Corpora- 
tion clerks,-tobacco manufacturers’ clerks, etc.

WHY EX-PREMIER 
SURRENDERED. 


From ‘‘ Tus Times ” CORRESPONDENT. 
MADRID, Thursday. 

The situation at Ciudad Real is stated 
to be normal again. Immediately upon 
their arrival there the two infantry 
battalions sent to suppress the outbreak 
established excellent relations with the 
artillery men, whose food and barracks 
they share.

{OSTILE PRESS. 

An official statement issued this after- 
noon declares that the Government has no 
intention of taking wholesale measures 
against any one corps (meaning the 
artillery); although the best means will be 
taken to purge it of undesirable agitators. 
The question of sentences will be left to 
the judges and the courts,,and no pressure 
will be exercised on the officers charged 
with the necessary inquiries. 

The statement goes on to refer to the 
hostility of 90 per cent. of the news- 
papers, which, with few exceptions, have. 
it says, not sufficiently underlined the 
fact that public opinion is altogether on 
the side of the Government. In spite of 
this hostility of the Spanish Press (to 
which the Government has grown accus- 
tomed), it is important to note, the 
communiqué adds, that the foreign Press 
and public opinion have shown how to 
appreciate the character of recent regret- 
table events, and have hastened to re- 
affirm their confidence in Spain. 

The statement ends by declaring that 
the Government will not exercise undue 
severity, for that would indicate that 
the Government ‘*‘ has weakened or lost 
its serenity of mind, which is not the 
case. 

MOTION OF CONFIDENCE. 

In the National Assembly this after- 
noon, a motion of confidence in the 
Government and expressing loyalty to 
the King, condemnation of the revolt, and 
the desire that the moral and material 
peace the nation enjoys may continue, was 
presented by nine members. The plenary 


‘session of the Assembly will adjourn to- 


night for some weeks.

ELECTRICIANS’ HOURS 
OF WORK. 


SHANNON SUPPLY BOARD'S 
STATEMENT. 

We have received the toliowing statement 
from the Electricity Supply Board :— 

A misunderstanding has arisen with regard 
to the working hours tor electricians employed 
by the Electricity Supply Board, this mis- 
understanding being due, no doubt, to the 
loose wording of an advertisement issued by 
the Board for electricians.. In actual fact 
the working hours are a minimum of forty- 
four hours per week, but men whe wish to 
do so are permitted to work to a maximum 
of sixty hours per week, the rate of. pay 
being 1s. 10d. for all hours worked. 

Men are not obliged to work sixty hours 
a week, but they may do so if they wish, 
and they are not permitted to work more 
than sixty hours, It wag on the request of 
the men that the permission to work up to 
sixty hours per week was granted. 

The allegation made by an electrical trade 
union appearing in Thursday’s /rish 7'imes, 
that inferior workmen are employed, is not 
a fact. It is simply nonsense to talk of the 
danger of fire, which presumably would arise 
because a workman is not, or presumed not, 
to be a member of a certain slecttical trade 
union. The Electricity Supply Board takes 
full responsibility for all work carried out 
by it.

H an 
entry cf a bet was not found in the course 
sheet, telephone book or telegraph book, it 
followed thet no duty had been paid on that 
bet. In December last Excise officers paid 
a visit to the premises of Mr. Duggan at 
St. Stephen’s Green, for the purpose of check- 
ing returns, and they found that Mr. Bigger, 
the manager, was in charge. They asked for 
the accounts of two cliens and got them, and 
on perusal of these accounts and investigation 
of other books they satisfied themselves that 
there were three bets in these books that had 
not been returned—two of the clients were 
Lady MeCalmont and Mr. Bellamy—they had 
not been entered, and therefore no duty had 
been paid on them. ! 
On the following day—December 4—the 
Excise officers called again, and examined 
some of the loose leaf ledger accounts of seven 
specified clients, and an extraordinary thing 
had happened—the seven loose leaf ledgers 
had disappeared, and Mr. Bigger said that 
they had been removed the previous night. 
The Excise officers took some documents with 
them. On December 5 they took some more 
documents, and on December 7 they called 
and demanded the production of documents 
relating to betting for the past six months. 
The request was not granted. On December 
12 they again made a similar request, but it 
was refused, 
DOCUMENTS. 
They then found that not only had these 
seven documents disappeared, but that other 
documents which they had seen on previous 
visits also had disappeared. They examined 
other documents, and found that no less than 
eighty cases in which bets had been made 
within six months had not been returned, and, 
therefore, no duty had been paid on them. 
hey also discovered ten cases in which bets 
had been made with parties outside the 
Saorstat, 
The case before the Court was one in which 
Michael O'Donoghue made a bet of £20 with 
Mr. Duggan on a horse called Green Shutter 
at (Galway Races on August 2. 
Mr. Michael O’Donoghue stated that he is 
a bookmaker, and on August 2 last he placed 
with Mr. Duggan a bet of £20 on Green 
Shutter, a horse competing at Galway Races. 
The horse lost, but the next morning witness 


saw Mr. Duggan, who allowed him to place 
the bet on another horse. The bet of £20 on 
(Green Shutter was therefore declared off. 


Witness got the cheque (produced) on August 
4 in settlement of his betting account, the 
amount being £125. 
A BOOKMAKER’S LICENCE. 
Miss M. Mortell, a clerk in the office of 
Customs and Excise, Custom House, stated 
that on November 1, 1927, she issued a book.

HE statement made by the Southern 


ning. of the week regarding the economic 
policy and development of the Free State 
has made a most favourable impression 
throughout Northern Ireland. Mr. Blythe 
dealt with his subject courageously, and 
the clear declaration that his Government 
is determined to fulfil honourably all its 
obligations under the Treaty with Great 
Britain should remove many misunder- 
standings up here regarding the inten- 
tions of Mr. Cosgrave’s Administration. 
It is also gratifying to know that the 
infant Dominion has commenced to climb 
the hill of prosperity, us indicated by the 
figures quoted by the Minister, and, 
although progress may be slow, the trend 
is in the right direction. The optimistic 
note struck by Mr. Blythe seems to be 
justified by the circumstances, and the 
comments of both the Northern public 
and the semi-official Press are of a con- 
gratulatory nature. 

Moreover, his criticism of Mr. de 
Valera’s hare-brained schemes of currency 
deflation and the repudiation of land 
annuities was refreshing in its candour 
and appealed to the common-sense and 
honesty of the Ulster people. It was a 
speech inspired by wise statesmanship, 
open and candid, recognising the difficul- 
ties to be faced, as well as the necessity 
for maintaining cordial relations with the 
“ Big Brother ’’ across the Channel, and 
it merits the approval of all well-wishers 
of their country on both sides of the 
border. As for Mr. de Valera, .no one 
bothers much about him in the North, 
and his fearsome threats to blast Ulster 
out of his path, and so forth, are only 
remembered with laughter. His policy is 
discredited. It is recognised that a 
prosperous and progressive South must 
have a beneficial influence on the well- 
being of the North, and Mr. Blythe's 
encouraging review of the Free State's 
resources is welcomed in a hopeful spirit. 


WIDESPREAD DESTITUTION. 


Further revelations have been made 
this week regarding the widespread dis- 
tress which exists in Belfast; and the 
statements received from the heads of the 
principal Protestant Missions, as well as 
from the Society of St. Vincent de Paul, 
controvert the assertions made from time 
to time by highly-laced politicians and 
members of the Board of Guardians that 
there was nothing exceptional in “the 
poverty which overshadows the poorer 
quarters of the city. Efforts have been 
made to minimise the want and misery 
which have been caused by continuous 
unemployment, and: it will be recalled 
that the Ministry of Home Affairs found 
it necessary to compel the Guardians, by 
sealed order, to grant special outdoor 
relief to able-bodied men unable to get 
work. 

Leading clergymen of the three great 
Protestant Churches have now expressed 
their views in compelling language, and 
the stories they have told should make a 
strong appeal to the gencrous public. 
Hundreds of families are in misery and 
destitution through no fault of their own, 
the chief contributory causes, in addition 
to unemployment, being. as pointed out 
by the Very Rev. Dr. Montgomery, the 
cessation of the Bureau allowance and a 
more stringent distribution of outdoor 
relief by the Guardians. Attention has 
been frequently drawn to this subject in 
the Jrish Times, and it may be that some- 
thing will now be done to improve the 
conditions of the very poor. 


THE HOPELESS ARMY. 


The official figures have never been a 
true index to the numbers of the un- 
emploved; for men and women have 
periodically been removed from the roll, 
not because they were placed in jobs, but 
simply because they had ceased to be 
eligible for benefit from one cause or 
another, including the ambiguous reason, 
‘not genuinely seeking work.” A man 
might search diligently, but it would be 
impossible to find what was not there. 
These are the people who have been 
stricken the most, and for them the clouds 
have no silver lining. Even the Guardians 
economised at their expense, as mentioned 
by Dr. Montgomery, whose work amongst 
the poor of the Shankill area is a feature 
of the social services of the Presbyterian 
Church. The question of outdoor relief 
was again considered by the Board oi 
Guardians this week, many hours being 
spent in the consideration of applications 
for assistance. 


Complaint was made regarding the 
amount of work which had to be done, 


and the Chairman of the Committee said 
that the present position could not con- 
tinue. The Government, he added, had 
put them into such a position that they 
were not able. to attend to the other busi- 
ness of the Board, and he suggested that 
the Ministry should take some steps to 
deal with the matter. Similar views were 
expressed by several other members, and 
Mr. R. Clements Lyttle, Chairman of the 
Board, declared that it was really work for 
a Government department, possessing the 
necessary time and machinery. Perhaps, 
that would be the best solution of the 
problem. The Guardians have been con- 
tinually at variance with the Ministry ci 
Home Affairs regarding the necessity and 
the form of relief for the able-bodied un- 
employed, and the appointment of a Com- 
missioner to undertake this duty would 
be welcomed by most people. It is worth 
consideration. 


BELFAST AS AIR PORT. 


The visit of Sir Alan Cobham to Belfast 
this week was an interesting event. Sir 
Alan tulfilled several public engagements, 
and in the course of his speeches referred 
to the imperial importance of aviation, 
and claimed that Great Britain should be 
in the forefront of air transport. It is his 
ambition to see every city and town in 
these islands with an aerodrome, and he 
is particularly anxious that Belfast, with 
its exceptional facilities, should form a 
link in that great chain. He was much 
impressed with the development of the 
harbour, and complimented the portal 
authorities on reclaiming a large tract of 
sloblands within the past two years, In 
Sir Alan s opinion, no more ideal site 
could be obtained for land ’planes, while 
almost alongside there could be a great 
port for fiving-boats.

It has already been pointed out here that 
this problem has a critical aspect, 
as territorial rights are involved, and, in 
addition, injury will be done to Northern 
subjects, as well as to inhabitants of 
Donegal, if the facts are as they are repre- 
sented to be.

Now that many misunderstandings have 
been cleared away, it is to be hoped that 
the spirit of co-operation will be culti- 
vated all over Ireland, and in this connec- 
tion the suggestion put forward yesterday 
by the President of the Dublin Chamber 
of Commerce, that the Free State Govern- 
ment should appoint a Trade Commis- 
sioner to represent its interests in Belfast, 
will meet with the general approval of the 
business community, The politicians are 
striving to make the border barriers more 
dificult than ever, and, as Mr. Barry 
pointed out, that kind of thing must be 
brought to an end if the trade and 
commerce of both North and South are 
to escape permanent strangulation at the 
hands of these troublers of Ireland. 

In the North the tendency of events 


common interest between the two States 
would be welcomed in the Six Counties. 
The Ministries of Agriculture have fre- 
quently consulted together in the solving 
of problems incidental to the farming 
industry, but the appointment of a per- 
manent official by both Governments—one 
in Dublin and the other in Belfast—to 
foster the interests of the country as a 
whole would do much to develop trade 
and promote good-will among all sections 
of Trishmen. There is a good deal in 
Mr. Barry’s assertion that highly-placed 
politicians, ministering to their own im- 
portance, insist upon placing all kinds of 
irritating obstacles in the paths of Irish- 
men who want to meet and do business 
with one another; but, at least in the 
North. that stupid and destructive policy 
is falling more and more into disfavour 
with the great mass of the people,

| MR. DE VALERA’S ECONOMICS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—Mr. de Valera’s economie policy, as 
outlined in his recent speeches, is quite 
feasible, and this country is capable of teed- 
ing and clothing double its present poptna- 
tion, as it once did, provided that the in- 
habitants are satisfied to revert to the same 
standard of living and general conditions that 
prevailed in these days. I am old enough to 
yemember, and recall with -horror, the con- 
ditions that existed in the ‘fifties and ‘sixties 
of last century. The average wage of an 
agricultural labourer was 7s. weekly and of a 
woman 4d. per day in Cork and Tipperary. 
They lived chietly on Indian and oaten meal 
stirabout, some griddle bread, potatoes, 
buttermilk and skimmed milk, and, witb luck, 
ate meat at Christmas and Easter. 

I have seen people in Youghal, when there 
was a big haul of sprats, collect those left 
lying on the strand after the boats were 
filled, and pickle them in old butter firkins 
and send them to relatives inland for use on 
fast days. I have seen chickens fit for table 
sold for 6d. apiece, eggs for 4d. per dozen, 
and meat irom 4d. to 6d. per Ib. The men 
dressed in corduroy trousers, flannel jackets, 
and some wore clogs on working days, The 
peasant women never wore hats, but shawls 
over their heads. They also wore woollen 
stockings, the raw material of which I have 
seen gathered off the thorn bushes, where the 
ewes shed it when in search of fresh food for 
themselves and their lambs. They also. 
washed the wool called ‘‘ daggings’”’ and used 
it in like manner. The young folk seldom 
wore boots or stockings except on Sundays 
and holidays. 

It would be possible to grow more wheat 
if labour and al! other expenses were to 
revert to the standard of those days, and, as 
history has a knack of repeating itself, we 
might also have another famine such as that 
of 1847. Although facilities were more primi- 
tive, there was emigration then, as there is 
now, and always will be. 1 wonder if the 
young folk who now have votes would enjoy 
this mode oí existence. If not, it. behoves 
them to think seriously when next casting 
their votes.—Yours, etc.. “ Cryrs.”’

Sirn,—Aiter a considerable experience of 
audit work in Dublin I have come to the con- 
clusion that there is an appalling number of 
people in comfortable circumstances who seem 
to specialise in evading their monetary obliga. 
tions. Such people seem to have no hesitation 
in running up huge accounts with traders for 
the necessaries as well as the luxuries of life, 
and the cash which should be handed to the 
shopkeeper is being frittered away on plea- 
sures of every kind. The dancing mania has 
gone. beyond control, Young men who have 
secured permanent posts think it incumbent 
upon thei to bring their wives to dances week 
atler week, which necessitates running up bills 
with the tailor and dressmaker. The picture 
houses, dancing halls, theatres and all places 
of amusement are crowded out night alter 
night. Al) this pleasure must be paid for 
“cash down,” while the claims of the doctor, 
trader, baker, etc., are completely ignored, 
Many a doctor, after a strenuous day’s work, 
is summoned in the small hours of the morn- 
ing to attend an urgent case; vet when he 
presents his bill, and has possibly snatched 
his patient from the jaws of death, he is told 
that he must wait for his cheque. 

I fear there is a good deal of dishonesty on 
the part of many who enjoy good salaries ; 
and it might be well to limit the extent of 
credit transactions. as, if the present state of 
affairs is not abated, traders may be forced to 
combine and insist on cash payments for thei: 
goods. Big English firms who have set up 
branches in Dublin, and work on a cash basis 
for the sale of butter, groceries, etc., find no 
difficulty in securing customers, and. having 
no bad debts, are in a position to sell at 
popular prices, ‘The pernicious system—sé 
widespread in Dublin—of people running up 
big bills, and only paying a small amount 
on account,” is transparently dishonest and 
calls aloud for remedy if business is to be 
carried on successfully. ra“ 
In conclusion, I would direct attention to 
the fact that the rate of interest charged by 
lrish banks is most unjust, especially when 
one considers the huge amount on deposit and 
the very small! interest allowed to depositors. 
It Is, therefore, not surprising to bud big 
dividends available for shareholders, who 
benefit at the expense of the trader and 
farmer. ‘This principle of “' robbing Peter to

MONEY MARKET AND RATES. 

The half-vear under review has not been 
very eventful from the money market point 
ut view.

per cent.) since April, 1927, and, although

A FOUL. 


SANDWINA OUTFOUGHT. 


The contest between Phil Scott, the British 
Heavy-weight Champion, and Ted Sandwina, 
the American-German, who were matched. to 
fight fifteen rounds last night at the Royal 
Albert Hall, London, came to a ¢tdden 
termination in the fifth round, Sandwina 
being disqualified for hitting low. 

Scott was known to be a good boxer, 
though lacking in the “devil” which is so 
essential in the equipment of a champion. He 
had not fought an important engagement. in 
England fer two years, and his actual ability 
was not well known. Sandwina, at the 
threshold -of bie boxing career, was known to 
be powerful, but had not in his previous 
fights shown a lot of skill. 

When the proceedings opened with the 


minor bouts it was estimated that ten 
thousand were in the hall. 
THE FIGHT DESCRIBED. 
“The hest looking heavy-weights for 
years” was the general opinion when 


Sandwina and after him Scott entered the 
ring. Scott was all smiles, but Sandwina 
looked a trifle drawn, Sandwina’s father was 
in his corner, and hie mother sat near the 
ringside, 

Round 1—Sandwina opened with two light 
blows, and Scott followed with a straight left 
to the head. Sandwina tried to jockey his 
man into position, but Scott was wily, and 
twice sent in his right hard-on the body. 

Round 2—The pace increased, and Sand- 
wina repeatedly closed on his man to mix 
matters. Scott kept shooting out his left, 
and never failed to find the head. Sandwina 
got home a hard left to the jaw, but Scott 
soon forced him back by two-handed fighting. 

Round 3—Sandwina opened by driving the 
left hard to the body, and followed this with 
two swinging rights in the region of the 
heart. Scott was evidently shaken by these 
blows, and made good use of the ring -in 
keeping clear of the rushing tactics of his 
opponent. 

Round 4—A wild rush by’ Sandwina at the 
start was nicely side-stepped by Scott, who 
retaliated with a left to the face and a 
couple of rights to the jaw. Scott punished 
fiercely with both hands, and at every oppor- 
tunity Sandwina. fell into a clinch. The 
champion fought. with great pace and judg- 
ment, and seemed to have Sandwina at his 
mercy. 

Round 5~—The fifth round opened quietly, 
and ‘then Scott. thrust out his left, which 
landed heavily. on the jaw. .Some clinching 
followed, during which Scott suddenly 
dropped on his knees. He got up ‘imme- 
diately, but was evidently in great pain, and 
made an effort to get at his man again. Mr. 
Clark, the referee, however, stepped between 
the men, and ordered Sandwina to his corner. 
Sandwina had evidently delivered a foul 
blow, and the ypeferee had no hestitation in 
disqualifying him. 

A GREAT FIGHT AND A FIASCO. 

A great fight and fiasco. It sounds para- 
doxical, but that, in a nut-shell, is the story 
of the fight. For four and a half rounds 
Scott gave a real champion’s display. Then 
half-way through the fifth round Scott dropped 
to his knees during in-fighting with a look of 
indescribable pain on his face. In a few 
seconds tense excitement had giver place to 
pandemonium. The fight was over, and 
nobody seemed to realise it. Sandwina was 
disqualified for low hitting. 

The crowd, no doubt biased by the dc- 


Sandwina stood in the ring apparently be 
wildered, but he was sent to his corner, and 
during a great uproar, which made his voice 
unheard, the M.C. proclaimed Svott the 
winner. 

BRITISHER IN THE FRONT RANK. 

From what one was able to judge of the 

four and a half rounds of boxing. Scott is 
the best. heavy-weight champion that we have 
had for many years. The long line of title 
holders, which began with ‘‘ Bom*a-dier ” 
Wells and ended with "rank Goddatd, may 
be left to an unmeourned past. Scot's dis 
play was, in periods, that of a man with 
genuine claims to a fight for the worlu’s 
championship. He made use of both bands 
very cleverly. His left was domizant, but 
his right was a brilliant auxiliary. 
In ‘the first round, which Sandwina 
opeued vigorously, Scott landed twice with 
fine lefts. In the second he sco:ed well 
with both fists, and in the third, after Sand- 
wina had swung a left to land wll on the 
body, Scott measured, up and got in two 
fine rights. 

Thereafter Scott boxed superhiy and 
punched hard, and the ending was a very 
unfortunate closure to. the finest exsosition 
of heavy-weight boxing that has been seen 
in England for many years. 

Scott has improved out of all kiowledge, 
and one may say this, in the face of the 
obvious fact that Sandwina is ver; much 
— than the novice be was supvesed to 
e. 
SANDWINA ASTONISHED. 

““On my word of honour, I did not hit 
him low,” Sandwina said after the fight. 
He, added :—‘‘I am very disappointed... I 
thought Scott was a great fighter, but I was 
disappointed in him. I knew from his record 
thaí I had to go for the body. I knew that 
I hurt him with body punches early-in the 
fight, and I was trying to win that way. I 
was astonished when the referee sent me to 
my corner. I hit him hard with my right 
under the heart, and it seems to me that it 
was for this that I was Wisqualified. I hope 
to meet Scott again, because I feel sure that 
I can beat him.” 

SCOTT’S VERSION. 
“There is no doubt about it, 
was fouled,” Scott said. 
it was intentional, 


I certainly 
“I don’t suppose 
but Sandwina hit me low 
in the third round. I was only just getting 
going when the fight was brought to a con- 
clusion. Sandwina had not up to that time 
hurt me at all. His body punches had done 
no damage, and I was quite confident of 
winning. The blow he struck me was right 
in the groin, and if there is any doubt about 
the fon! in the minds of others, there cer- 
tainly is no doubt in my mind.” In reply 
to the comment, ‘You fought jolly well, 
Scott,’’ the champion said—' Oh. 1 don’t 
know that I am altogether pleased. J can 
fight a good deal better than that.” 
SEVERAL, DOUBTFUL BLOWS. 
Mr. Norman Clark. the referee, said :— 
‘‘Sandwina hit several doubtful blows earlv 
in the fight, and there was no doubt at al! 
about the foul blow for which he was dis- 
qualified.’’ 
Mr. Harry Jacobs, the promoter of the 
meeting, rose from a sick bed and was taken 
to the Albert Hall. His doctor, however, 
forbade him to watch the boxing, and he 
rested in one of the ante-rooms. 3

for repair some time before, .for - Customs 
purposes. 

It appeared that the plaintiff had sus- 
tained a compound ‘fracture of the left leg, 
which had to be amputated above the knee, 


stated that he had lost his salary and com- 
mission, amounting to £25 a week, and had 
incurred medical and other expenses amount 


ing to £860. 

The jury at the trial assessed the damages 
at £1,500, and Mr. Justice Sullivan, on the 
findings, gave judgment for the defendants. 

The grounds of the appeal were that (1) the 
verdict was against the weight of evidence; 
(2) there was no evidence of negligence on the 
part of the plaintiff to go to the jury within the 
particulars of negligence pleaded by the 
defendants; (5) the learned .judge was wrong 
in refusing to leave to the jury the question 
whether the defendants could; by the exer- 
cise of ordinary care, have. avoided causing 
the injury complained Of; (4) the learned 
judge misdirected the, jury by not directing 
them that the defendants were not entitled to 
rely on any allegations of negligence on the 
part of the plaintiff, save those set forth. in 
their particulars of negligence, dated 19th oí 
June, 1928; (5) the learned judge wrongly ad- 
mitted evidence of allezed negligence pleaded 
by the defendants; (6) the learned judge 
failed to give the jury proper directions ip 
respect of question 8, as to plaintiff's 
negligence in the event of their finding affir- 
matively in answer to questions 4 and 5 and 
in the negative in answer to question 6; and 
(7) the learned judge was wrong in refusin: 
to leave to the jury the question whether the 
plaintiff was an invitee. 

The plaintiff, it was stated, complained ot 
part onl? of the findings of the jury—namely, 
the findings that the plaintiff was (a) -aware 
of the inspection pit, or should have antici 
pated its existence, and (l) negligent. 

Mr. Lynch, K.C:; Mr.. Fitzgerald, K.C., 
and Mr. M. Connolly (instructed by Mr. J.

The hearing concluded of the appeal by 

the defendants in the case of Jos. McMu! 
lan, painter, 23 Lower Gardiner street. Dub- 
lin, against Patrick Mubhall,, 12 Mercer 
street, Dublin, and Joseph Farrell; ól Add! 
son road, Dublin—both trade union officials 
—from a judgment of Mr. Justice Sullivan 
in favour of the plaintiff at the trial of the 
action in the High Courts. 
The action had been. brought. by the plain- 
tiff to recover. damagés ‘for’ alleged de- 
famatory slander and con$piracy ‘in connec- 
tion with the plaintiff's employment by Mr: 
J. E. Gibson, 182 Pearse street, on contract 
work at the residence of, Prince Ranjit- 
singhi, Ballynahinch, County Galway. The 
defendants, it was alleged, in an interview 
with Mr. .Gibson, stated to him :—'' McMul- 
lan is not a member of any society, and you 
must sack him. You can’t employ him.”’ 
According to the evidence. the defendants in- 
sisted on having the plaintiff instantly dis- 
missed because ‘he was not a union’ man, and 
Mr. Gibson, though remarking it was hard 
upon the man, did dismiss the plaintiff at 
once, and he had to return to Dublin’ im- 
mediately. ' ' 

On the findings of the jury the trial judge 
gave judgment for the ‘plaintiff for £15

APPLICATION UNDER LAND 
ACT, 1927. 


Mr. Commissioner Hogan and Mr. Commis 
sioner Sheil, sitting at 23 Upper Merrion 
street, Dublin, heard an interesting applica- 
tion under the hand Act. ef 1927, the ap- 
piicants, Mis. Sarah Carty and Mr. “Thomas 
Carty, | of Coolishall House, Gorey, Co. 
Wexford, asking that their holding should be 
vested in them subject to Section 11 of the 
Act. 

Hamilton, who (instructed by Messrs 
M. J. O'Connor and Co., Wexiord) appeared 
for the tenants, said that the application was 
made in respect of lands situate at Coolishall, 
about a mile and a half outside the town of 
Gorey. The holding contained 101 statute 
acres, and was hela under lease from Nora 
Viclet Levinge for a term of 250 vears from 
25th March, 1885, at the yearly rent of £100, 
since adjusted to £96 8s. He had to satisty 
the Commissioners that the rent of the 
holding was greaier than the rent which 
would be payable by a third term tenant. and 
that che hold:ng was used according to the 
ordinary methods of husbandry. There would 
be no difficulty as regards the first point. 
hecause he was producing valuers to show 
that at the very most the fair rent would be 
£57 a year. As regards the second point, 
the Carty family bad always worked the hold.

Among other things, be found a book 
with the names of patients therein, many of 
whom were Dublin people. He charged the 
accused man with fortune telling. He denied 
that he was guilty of false pretences, and 
said that he had a medical qualification from 
the United States of America for the Jest 
thirty years Witness had seen the accused 
man's advertisement in the papers, and that 
aroused. his suspicions. 

The Accused Man—And you sent. down 8 
policewoman to tempt me to commit a crime? 
—I sent down to find out what von were 
really at 

Giving evidence on his own behalf, the 
defendant denied the statements made by the 
policewomen. 

Answering Mr. Carrigan, he admitled that 
he did not know the ingredients of pills 
which he prescribed for a female patient, and 
for which he charged £5. He had been 
practising in England for twenty vears. 

The jury found the prisoner guilty. 

Mr. Carrigan sail now that the accused 
man had been convicted, the police believed 
that an effort was being made on the part of 


the defendant to start the white slave 
traffic in Dublin. This man was born m 
Jamaica. He had operated under sixteen 
different a/iases. He had been convictwd 


twenty-three times, and was known to the 
police as a clever rogue who defrauded the 
public. He was here only a fortnight, and 
during that time four young girls were in 
his employment. Fortunately they left, and 
gave warning to their successors as to the 
dangers of tlre situation. 

The police had done a public service. - This 
man had a most lucrative business, having 
£10 in his pocket when arrested. He would 
ask the. Judge to give him the maximh 
sentence, and to fine him the sum of money 
found in his posséssion. 

Judge Davitt, in sentencing the accused 
man to two years’ imprisonment, which was 
the maximum sentence, and fining him the 
amount of monev found in his possession, 
complimented Inspector O'Connell on his 
action, by which he had probably saved a lot 
of misery.
